Darrell  becomes  the  30th  Red  Sox  manager  after  two  outstanding  seasons  as  manager  of  the 
Red  Sox  triple  A  clubs.  He  led  the  Lousiville  team  to  the  International  League  pennant  in  1972,  and 
last  year  after  losing  the  pennant  by  only  one  game,  went  on  to  win  the  Governor’s  Cup  in  the 
playoffs  and  then  annexed  the  Junior  World  Series  championship. 

He  first  become  a  minor  league  manager  in  1 963,  after  a  long  major  league  career  as  a  catcher 
with  the  St.  Louis  Browns,  the  White  Sox,  the  Yankees,  the  Cardinals,  the  Phillies,  Cincinnati  and 
Baltimore.  He  won  his  first  pennant  as  a  manager  with  Elmira  of  the  Eastern  League  in  1966,  was  a 
scout  for  the  Yankees  in  1967,  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  as  pitching  coach  under  Dick  Williams  in 
1968  and  1969. 

He  has  managed  many  of  the  present  Red  Sox  young  players  in  the  past  three  seasons,  and  has 
developed  a  reputation  as  an  outstanding  motivator  and  teacher.

He  has  now  been  connected 
with  the  Red  Sox  for  well  over30  years  as  an  infielder,  scout,  minor  league  manager,  and  coach.  In 
21  years  as  a  Red  Sox  minor  league  manager,  his  clubs  finished  out  of  the  first  division  only  seven 
times  and  he  directed  four  pennant  winners.  He  also  managed  the  Red  Sox  entry  in  the  Florida 
Instructional  League  for  several  seasons.  Earlier,  before  signing,  he  had  played  for  the  famed 
House  of  David  bearded  team  of  the  early  1930’s.

He  played  in  12  major  league  seasons  as  an 
infielder  with  Dodgers,  the  Cubs,  the  Mets,  Cincinnati  and  Washington,  and  was  a  teammate  of 
Darrell  Johnson’s  briefly  in  Cincinnati. 

He  was  a  player-manager  with  Knoxville  and  Buffalo  in  1967,  continued  as  a  minor  league 
manager  until  1971  when  he  became  third  base  coach  for  the  Montreal  Expos.  Started  the  1972 
season  as  coach  of  the  Padres  and  succeeded  Preston  Gomez  (now  manager  of  Houston)  in  April 
of  that  year. 

A  hustler  himself,  he  demands  that  players  “think  baseball  every  minute  they  are  in  uniform.”  His 
son,  Tom,  is  a  catcher  in  the  Cardinals  system.

He  first  come  to  the  Red  Sox  system  in  1971 ,  after  a  long 
minor  league  career  and  brief  major  league  stints  with  the  Cubs  in  1966  and  Houston  in  1969  and 
1970.  He  caught  Don  Wilson’s  no-hitter  over  Cincinnati  on  May  1,  1969. 

An  off-season  barber,  he  had  starred  in  football,  basketball  and  baseball  at  Paxon  High  in 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  before  entering  professional  baseball.

Every  game  he  plays,  every  time  he  comes  to  bat,  every  hit  he  gets,  and  every  time 
he  steals  a  base,  this  ageless  veteran  further  solidifies  his  position  among  the 
all-time  greats  of  the  game. 

In  1973,  Luis  went  over  the  2,000  mark  in  singles  (2,108),  reached  2,677  hits, 
moved  to  11th  in  games  played  (2,559),  which  is  tops  for  shortstops,  ranks  sixth 
all-time  in  at-bats  (10,230)  and  26th  in  stolen  bases  with  506. 

He  had  his  best  offensive  season  for  the  Red  Sox  last  year  even  though  he  failed 
to  hit  a  home  run  for  the  first  time  in  his  career.  In  the  field,  his  range  has  decreased 
since  the  days  when  he  was  a  nine-time  Gold  Glove  winner,  but  he  still  makes  the 
big  plays  because  of  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  hitters. 

Luis  will  be  40  years  old  in  April  and  faces  a  challenge  in  1974  from  newcomer 
Rick  Burleson  and  returnee  Mario  Guerrero,  who  filled  in  sensationally  at  times  last 
season.  Again,  this  past  winter,  Luis  was  the  player-manager  of  the  Lara  club  in  the 
Venezuelan  winter  league. 

His  late  father  was  a  great  shortstop  in  Venezuela  and  Luis  hopes  his  1 6  year  old 
son,  Louis,  will  follow  the  family  tradition.

Bobby  was  the  Red  Sox  most  consistent  and  effective  reliever  in  1973,  with  a 
career-high  1 5  saves,  which  earned  him  the  Red  Sox  ‘‘Fireman  of  the  Year”  award 
from  the  Boston  Baseball  Writers.  He  was  especially  effective  late  in  the  year,  with 
11  saves  in  his  last  16  games  and  five  saves  in  his  last  six  appearances  when  he 
allowed  no  runs  and  only  four  hits. 

Early  in  his  career  with  the  Giants,  he  had  been  both  a  starter  and  reliever  but  has 
been  strictly  a  relief  pitcher  with  the  Red  Sox.  He  had  four  no-hitters  at  Hickory 
Grove  High  School  before  he  signed  with  Pittsburgh.  Because  of  a  technicality  he 
became  a  free  agent  and  was  signed  by  San  Francisco.  He’ll  get  help  in  the  bullpen 
this  year  with  the  arrival  of  the  veteran  Diego  Segui.

Easily  the  best  fielding  shortstop  in  the  International  League,  Rick  has  an  excel¬ 
lent  chance  of  staying  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1974,  and  just  might  be  the  regular 
shortstop,  if  he  can  hit  major  league  pitching.  In  the  minors,  he  has  been  a  streak 
hitter,  but  was  pretty  consistent  last  year  on  the  Little  World  Series  champions, 
hitting  over  .300  in  the  Series. 

Ironically,  he  played  this  winter  in  Venezuela  under  Luis  Aparicio,  the  man  he  will 
be  trying  to  displace.  He  was  a  standout  at  every  level  of  youth  baseball  in  Califor¬ 
nia,  highlighted  by  playing  short  for  two  high  school  champion  teams  at  Warren 
High  of  Downey,  Calif.,  and  Connie  Mack  World  Championship  team  of  1969.

He  was  Cincinnati’s  number  one  draft  pick  in  June,  1965,  ahead  of  Johnny  Bench, 
whom  the  Reds  selected  on  the  second  round.  As  a  third  baseman  he  had  slow 
going  for  a  few  years  before  coming  under  Sparky  Anderson's  direction  at  Asheville 
in  1968.  The  following  year  he  was  the  leading  hitter  and  MVP  in  the  American 
Association,  and  in  1970  was  the  Sporting  News  choice  as  National  League  “Rookie 
of  the  Year”.  Bernie  is  a  good  defensive  outfielder  with  a  strong,  accurate  arm  and 
is  guaranteed  plenty  of  outfield  action  with  the  Red  Sox. 

Although  he  is  a  lefthanded  hitter,  scout  reports  indicate  he  can  make  use  of  the 
left  field  wall  with  good  power  to  left  center.  He  was  an  All  State  selection  in 
baseball  at  Livonia  Franklin  High  in  Michigan,  before  signing,  and  also  starred  in 
football  and  basketball.

Despite  his  gimpy  knees,  Orlando  was  a  very  effective  designated  hitter  for  the 
Red  Sox  last  year,  in  fact  the  team’s  most  dangerous  hitting  threat  in  the  first  half  of 
the  season.  He  had  a  team-high  1 7-game  hitting  streak  in  late  July  and  early  August 
and  led  the  club  with  14  game  winning  RBI.  He  tied  a  major  league  record  with  four 
doubles  against  Kansas  City  on  August  8th.  Although  he  worked  constantly  on 
weights,  etc.,  his  knees  never  improved  enough  for  everyday  play  at  first  base. 

He  was  one  of  three  National  Leaguers  who  was  a  unanimous  selection  as  Rookie 
of  the  Year . . .  Orlando  in  1958,  Frank  Robinson  in  1956  and  Willie  McCovey  in  1959. 
In  1967,  he  wasthe  first  unanimous  choice  as  National  League  MVP  when  he  led  the 
Cardinals  to  the  Worlds  Championship  over  the  Red  Sox. 

His  father,  Perucho  Cepeda,  was  a  legendary  player  known  as  "The  Bull’’  in 
Puerto  Rico  and  played  until  he  was45  years  old.  Orlando  signed  with  the  Giants  as 
a  17  year  old  in  March,  1955  and  his  father  died  a  month  later.

Although  his  first  major  league  season  was  not  as  productive  as  had  been  hoped, 
Dwight  is  still  rated  as  one  of  the  best  prospects  in  the  game,  and  it  is  expected 
under  Darrell  Johnson’s  direction  he’ll  regain  the  touch  which  made  him  the 
International  League  MVP  under  Johnson  in  1972.

“Pudge”  must  rebound  from  a  terrible  second  half  of  the  1973  season,  when  his 
batting  average  kept  sliding  from  June  on.  Off  to  a  good  early  season,  he  was  one  of 
the  leading  vote-getters  as  the  American  League  All  Star  catcher.  He  did  break  his 
own  record  for  most  home  runs  by  a  Red  Sox  catcher,  jumping  from  22  to  26,  and 
ranks  one-two-three  among  the  best  defensive  catchers  in  the  game. 

He  had  a  great  rookie  season  in  1 972,  climaxed  as  the  first  unanimous  choice  as 
“Rookie  of  the  Year”  and  Boston’s  “Most  Valuable  Player”,  and  the  Gold  Glove 
Award  winner  behind  the  plate.  It  was  Darrell  Johnson  who  straightened  him  out  in 
Louisville  in  1971,  and  it’s  expected  that  Johnson  will  get  him  back  on  the  track  in 
1974. 

He  has  had  his  nickname  since  childhood  and  carried  it  through  his  days  at 
Charlestown,  N.H.  High,  where  he  starred  in  baseball,  basketball  and  soccer.

Tommy  was  an  easy  winner  as  the  Red  Sox  MVP  of  1973  as  voted  by  the  Boston 
writers,  with  a  terrific  performance  over  the  final  three  months  of  the  season.  He 
became  the  first  Red  Sox  player  since  Jackie  Jensen  in  1954  to  lead  the  league  in 
stolen  bases  with  54,  which  broke  the  Red  Sox  club  record  of  52  set  way  back  in 
1 91 2  by  Hall  of  Famer  T ris  Speaker.  From  early  July  on,  after  he  had  been  benched 
briefly  for  not  hitting,  he  batted  .324,  got  14  of  his  17  HR  s  and  48  of  his  71  RBI’s. 

Under  Darrell  Johnson,  Tommy  may  see  occasional  action  as  a  designated  hitter 
along  with  duty  in  left  field.  Last  year  was  his  second-best  major  league  season, 
comparable  to  1 970,  when  he  had  31  home  runs  and  38  stolen  bases  for  Milwaukee, 
making  him  only  one  of  five  players  to  ever  hit  30  HR’s  and  steal  30  bases  in  the 
same  season. 

He  starred  in  three  sports  at  Encinal  High  and  Santa  Rosa  Junior  College  and 
batted  .507  at  San  Francisco  State  before  signing  with  Cincinnati.

history.  He  didn’t  get  his  first  start  till  May  1  and  his  17  wins  were  the  best  for  a  Sox 
lefty  since  Parnell’s  21  in  1953.  His  ERA  of  2.75  led  all  Sox  pitchers  and  was  third 
best  in  the  league  and  his  284.2  innings  pitched  is  high  for  a  Red  Sox  pitcher  since 
Parnell's  295  in  1949. 

Bill  is  the  Red  Sox  player  representative  and  his  forthrightness,  along  with  solo 
fungo  games  and  punting  drills  have  earned  him  the  nickname  “Spaceman” 
among  some  writers  and  fans. 

He  was  a  great  pitcher  for  Southern  California,  with  a  four  year  38-8  record,  and 
two  wins  in  two  days  as  the  Trojans  won  the  College  World  Series  in  1968.  He  has  a 
B.A.  from  Southern  California  and  this  winter  did  considerable  rad  io  work  on  sports 
talk  shows  in  Boston.

His  238  lifetime  wins  put  him  one  ahead  of  Bob  Gibson  as  the  winningest  active 
pitcher,  and  his  2.84  ERA  ranks  him  fifth  best  in  baseball  history  behind  Walter 
Johnson  (2.37),  Grover  Alexander  (2.56),  Whitey  Ford  (2.74)  and  Gibson  (2.78).  He 
broke  into  the  major  leagues  with  a  2-0,  one-hit,  win  over  the  Phillies  in  July,  1960 
and  had  a  no-hitter  over  Houston,  1-0,  on  June  15,  1963.  He  was  playing  for  a 
Dominican  Air  Force  team  when  first  scouted  and  signed  by  the  Giants.

He  could  well  be  the  key  to  Red  Sox  fortunes  in  1974.  Last  year,  four  bouts  with 
injuries  caused  him  to  miss  a  total  of  61  games,  including  the  final  47.  His  absence 
late  in  the  season  hurt  the  Red  Sox  chances  .  .  .  the  club  was  only  2Vz  games  back 
when  he  left  the  lineup  for  good  on  August  12,  because  of  problems  with  his  right 
elbow.

TRADITION 


The  1912  champions  . . .  one  of  the  greatest  of  all  times. 


Smokey  Joe  Woods  won  34  games  In  1912. 


The  famous  1912  outfield  of  Hooper,  Speaker  and  Lewis  reunited  in  1939. 


The  Red  Sox  are  steeped  in  baseball  tradition. 

In  the  73  years  that  Boston  has  represented  the  Ameri¬ 
can  League  since  its  birth  in  1 901 ,  the  Red  Sox  have  won 
eight  pennants  and  five  World  Series.  The  history  of  the 
club  can  be  divided  into  three  major  eras,  with  subdiv 
isions  within  each  one. The  first  was  18  early  seasons  of 
success,  with  six  pennants  and  five  world  champion¬ 
ships. 

In  1903,  the  Red  Sox  won  the  pennant  by  14V2  games 
and  defeated  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  in  the  first  modern 
World  Series,  5  games  to  3.  With  the  immortal  Cy  Young 
winning  26  games,  they  repeated  in  1904,  but  had  no 
Series  opponent,  when  the  Giants'  John  McGraw,  man¬ 
ager  of  the  National  League  winners,  refused  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  A.L.  upstarts.  The  1912  winners,  playing  now  in 
Fenway  Park,  were  one  of  baseball’s  all-time  great 
teams.  Smokey  Joe  Wood  won  34  games,  backed  up  by 
the  sensational  outfield  of  Duffy  Lewis,  T ris  Speaker  and 
Harry  Hooper.  The  Red  Sox  won  again  in  1 91 5,  and  in  the 
1916  and  1919  World  Series,  Babe  Ruth,  then  a  pitcher 
for  the  club,  hurled  a  record  29%  consecutive  scoreless 
innings. 

That  success  came  to  an  abrupt  halt  after  1919  be¬ 
cause  of  the  machinations  of  H.  H.  “Harry”  Frazee,  who 
had  become  owner  of  the  club  in  1917.  Much  more  in¬ 
terested  in  backing  Broadway  shows,  than  owning  a 
winning  ball  club,  he  systematically  dismantled  the 
team,  peddling  stars  in  all  directions.  Duffy  Lewis  went 
after  the  191 7  season,  but  the  real  crusher  was  the  sale  of 
Babe  Ruth  to  the  Yankees  after  1919,  and  Hooper  was 
gone  after  1920.

Starting  in  1920,  there  were  15  seasons  of  dismal  fail¬ 
ure,  most  of  the  time  spent  in  the  American  League 
cellar,  despite  the  efforts  of  some  individual  stars,  such 
as  Herb  Pennock,  Ike  Boone,  Ira  Flagstead,  Dale  Alexan¬ 
der,  Earl  Webb  and  others. 

After  1933,  came  the  Yawkey  era,  which  continues 
today.  Only  Philip  K.  Wrigley,  who  took  over  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Chicago  Cubs  in  1934,  comes  close  to  the 
years  of  service  that  Tom  Yawkey  has  given  baseball. 

In  the  late  30's,  Hall  of  Famers  Joe  Cronin,  Jimmy  Foxx 
and  Lefty  Grove  were  purchased  from  other  clubs  and 
the  Red  Sox  started  back  up  the  ladder.  Late  in  the  30’s 
and  into  the  40’s,  came  the  era  of  Ted  Williams,  Johnny 
Pesky,  Dorn  DiMaggio,  Bobby  Doerr  and  others,  ac¬ 
quired  under  General  Manager  Eddie  Collins.  They  won 
the  pennant  in  1946,  only  to  lose  to  the  Cardinals  in 
seven  games  in  the  World  Series.  The  club  camedown  to 
the  wire  in  a  tie  with  Cleveland  in  1948,  only  to  lose  a 
heartbreaking  playoff  single  game,  and  the  following 
year,  it  was  a  disastrous  final  weekend  in  Yankee 
Stadium  which  cost  the  pennant.

In  the  50’s  the  Red  Sox  invested  heavily  in  youngsters, 
trying  to  find  the  right  combination  to  go  with  Hall  of 
Famer  Ted  Williams,  but  the  results  were  disappointing. 
Then,  despite  second  division  finishes  in  the  early  60’s, 
Tom  Yawkey  directed  a  behind-the-scenes  reorganiza¬ 
tion,  which  resulted  in  the  ‘Impossible  Dream”  pennant 
in  1967,  led  by  Carl  Yastrzemski,  and  contending  posi¬ 
tions  ever  since. 

And  the  history  rolls  on,  sparked  by  homegrown 
players  such  as  Carlton  Fisk,  Bill  Lee,  Dwight  Evans, 
Rico  Petrocelli,  Rick  Miller  and  Yaz,  along  with  new¬ 
comers  acquired  in  trades,  Rick  Wise,  Reggie  Cleveland 
and  others.  Even  more  important,  the  future  looks  bright 
because  of  youngsters  like  Jim  Rice,  Rick  Burleson  and 
Dick  Pole  coming  through  a  farm  system  deep  in  talent. 

At  present,  a  total  of  17  men,  who  have  played  for  or 
have  been  associated  with  the  Red  Sox  are  enshrined  in 
Baseball’s  Hall  of  Fame  in  Cooperstown,  New  York.  Six

lins,  and  former  Boston  managers  such  as  Hugh  Duffy, 
Ed  Barrow,  Joe  McCarthy  and  Lou  Boudreau,  and 
former  coaches  Bill  McKechnie  and  Earle  Coombs. 

As  the  tradition  rolls  on,  there  undoubtedly  will  be 
many  more  Red  Sox  entrants  in  baseball’s  hallowed 
halls  in  Cooperstown  in  the  years  to  come.

RED  SOX  FARM  SYSTEM 

Listed  on  this  page  are  the  men  who  keep  the  flow  of  talent 
headed  for  Fenway  Park,  the  scouts,  who  make  the  discoveries,  the 
managers  who  handle  players  on  the  Red  Sox  minor  league  teams, 
aided  by  such  special  instructors  as  Sam  Mele,  Frank  Malzone, 
Johnny  Pesky,  “Bots"  Nekola  and  Charlie  Wagner. 

This  is  what  professional  baseball  is  really  all  about .  .  .  because 
unlike  professional  football  and  basketball,  whose  farm  system  is 
provided  by  the  colleges  and  universities,  the  majority  of  major 
leaguers  still  come  from  the  high  schools  of  the  nation.  It's  true  the 
calibre  of  college  baseball  is  steadily  improving,  especially  in  the 
South,  the  Southwest  and  the  West  Coast,  where  the  weather 
allows  a  college  club  to  play  a  great  many  games,  but  it's  still  true  in 
most  cases,  that  the  scouts  listed  here  are  trained  to  spot  the  raw, 
undeveloped  talent  of  a  17  or  18  year  old  high  school  player.  Those 
talents  will  be  carefully  brought  along  once  a  young  man  is  drafted 
and  signed  by  the  minor  league  managers  and  instructors,  until 
hopefully  he's  ready  for  action  in  Fenway  Park. 

On  the  1974  Red  Sox  forty  man  roster,  15  players  have  made  it 
through  the  free  agent  draft  system  started  in  1965;  seven  players 
were  signed  directly  either  before  the  free  agent  draft  or  come  from 
the  Caribbean  area  where  the  draft  is  not  in  effect;  practically  every 
remaining  player  came  to  the  Red  Sox  in  trades  for  players  who  had 
originally  been  drafted  as  free  agents.  So,  the  importance  of  proper 
selection,  resulting  from  intensive  scouting  and  evaluation  is  read¬ 
ily  apparent. 

All  of  which  should  indicate  to  the  youngster  with  potential,  that 
if  he’s  lucky  enough  to  be  drafted  and  signed  by  the  Red  Sox,  he'll 
get  every  opportunity  to  make  it  to  Fenway  Park,  with  intensive 
training,  special  instruction  and  constant  evaluation  right  here  in 
the  farm  system.

Pitching,  defense,  speed  and  timely  hitting  propelled  Baltimore  to  the 
Eastern  Division  title. in  1973  and  it  appears  that  the  1974  Orioles  will  have 
the  same  makeup.  Mike  Cuellar  and  Dave  McNally,  who  have  264  wins  in 
five  years,  may  not  be  as  effective  as  in  younger  years.  However,  Doyle 
Alexander  and  newcomer  Ross  Grimsley,  plus  Jesse  Jefferson,  Don  Hood 
and  Wayne  Garland  are  expected  to  bolster  the  staff.  Cy  Young  winner  Jim 
Palmer  is  the  team's  ace  and  lefty  Grant  Jackson  and  righty  Bob  Reynolds 
form  a  capable  bullpen. 

Offensively,  the  Orioles  hope  for  Boog  Powell  to  return  to  slugging  form 
and  feel  catcher  Earl  Williams  will  have  a  more  consistent  long-ball  season. 
Tommy  Davis  was  the  league’s  top  designated  hitter  (.293)  in  1973  while  Al 
Bumbry  and  Rich  Coggins  were  rookie  standouts  with  both  hitting  over 
.300. 

Sparked  by  Bumbry  and  Coggins  Baltimore  stole  146  bases  and  hit  48 
triples.  Paul  Blair,  Mark  Belanger,  Don  Baylor  and  Bobby  Grich  are  all  fine 
baserunners,  too.  Grich,  Belanger,  Blair  and  Brooks  Robinson  all  won 
Gold  Gloves  and  provide  a  solid  defensive  nucleus.  Grich  made  just  five 
errors  in  945  chances  to  set  a  major  league  record  (.995)  for  second 
basemen.

The  California  Angels,  fourth  in  the  AL  West  in  1973,  expect  to  move  up  a 
couple  of  notches  and  challenge  the  A’s  and  Royals  for  division  honors. 
Offense  improved  in  1973  with  Frank  Robinson  (30  home  runs  and  97  rbi) 
one  of  the  league’s  top  designated  hitters  and  Bob  Oliverdriving  in89  runs 
(18  homers).  Mickey  Rivers,  who  batted  .349  in  September,  adds  more 
speed  and  offense  to  outfield. 

Trades  for  catcher  Ellie  Rodriguez  and  second  baseman  Denny  Doyle 
give  second-year  manager  Bob  Winkles  additional  reason  for  optimism. 
Doyle  is  rated  as  outstanding  gloveman  and  can  make  double  play  with  the 
best. 

Strikeout  king  Nolan  Ryan  and  Bill  Singer,  both  20-game  winners,  give 
Angels  outstanding  1-2  starters.  Rookie  lefthander  Frank  Tanana  has 
chance  to  be  No.  3  starter  and  Rudy  May  needs  only  to  go  back  to  his 
blazing  1 973  start  (4  shutouts  in  first  six  outings)  to  make  Angels  staff  one 
of  best  in  league.  Big  key  is  condition  of  shortstop-outfielder  Bob  Valen¬ 
tine,  who  fractured  two  bones  in  right  leg  last  May  1 7.  A  .302  hitter  at  time  of 
his  injury,  Valentine  was  given  90%  chance  of  complete  recovery  by  Open¬ 
ing  Day.  Club  is  looking  for  another  power  hitter  and  help  in  bullpen.

CHICAGO  WHITE  SOX 


The  Chicago  White  Sox  were  in  first  place  51  straight  days  last  season 
until  38  injuries  took  its  toll.  With  practically  the  same  team  returning 
healthy  —  plus  the  addition  of  Ron  Santo  —  manager  Chuck  Tanner  feels 
the  Sox  will  go  all  the  way  in  1974. 

The  pitching  will  be  at  least  adequate  with  Wilbur  Wood,  Stan  Bahnsen, 
and  Jim  Kaat  established  as  the  first  three  starters.  Cy  Acosta  and  Terry 
Forster  supply  the  team  with  one  of  the  stingiest  right-left  relief  punch  in 
major  league  baseball.  The  main  strength  will  be  its  offense.  After  leadoff 
man  Pat  Kelly  (.280  in  1973)  will  come  Ken  Henderson,  Dick  Allen,  Bill 
Melton,  Carlos  May,  and  Ron  Santo.  If  they  all  equal  their  best  home  run 
seasons,  these  latter  five  could  average  almost  30  homers  per  man. 

The  only  area  of  weakness  is  a  righthanded  hitting  catcher  which  could 
be  obliterated  if  either  rookie  Pete  Varney  or  Brian  Downing  make  the 
squad.

Pitching  will  determine  the  fortunes  of  the  Cleveland  Indians  in  1974. 
The  Tribe  is  counting  on  a  mixture  of  seasoned  veterans,  led  by  ace 
Gaylord  Perry,  and  several  young  "arms"  in  hopes  of  improving  their  1 973 
sixth  place  finish  in  the  A.L.  Eastern  Division. 

The  young  Indians  proved  they  can  generate  offensive  power,  as  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  league-leading  158  home  runs  in  1973.  Outfielders  Charlie 
Spikes  and  George  Hendricks  are  capable  of  breaking  up  a  game  with  the 
long  ball  every  time  they  step  up  to  the  plate. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  the  Tribe's  fine  defense  must  go  to  the  fielding 
gems  of  Hendrick,  third  baseman  Buddy  Bell  and  shortstop  Frank  Duffy. 
The  latter  set  a  new  A.L.  fielding  mark  for  shortstops  (.986)  in  1973.  Both 
Bell  and  Duffy  create  added  stability  because  of  their  offensive  abilities  as 
well.  No  story  on  the  Indians  would  be  complete  without  mention  of  first 
baseman  Chris  Chambliss,  who  could  be  the  Tribe's  first  batting  champion 
since  Bob  Avila  in  1954.

Detroit  has  a  new  manager,  Ralph  Houk,  and  he  feels  the  Tigers  have  the 
material  to  seriously  challenge  for  the  Eastern  Division  title.  Houk  believes 
his  team  has  strong  pitching,  power  and  experience. 

Mickey  Stanley,  Willie  Horton  and  Jim  Northrup  are  a  formidable  outfield 
trio.  Stanley  is  a  great  centerfielder  while  Horton’s  power  and  Northrups 
second-half  hitting  spree  in  1973  combine  to  make  the  outfield  a  Tiger 
strong  point.  In  addition  Dick  Sharon  enjoyed  a  good  rookie  year  and 
should  see  more  action. 

Al  Kaline  will  make  a  dangerous  designated  hitter  and  new  second 
baseman  Gary  Sutherland  is  a  defensive  standout  at  second  base.  John 
Knox,  Tom  Veryzer  and  Ron  Cash  are  good-looking  rookie  infield  pros¬ 
pects.  Third  baseman  Aurelio  Rodriguez  and  shortstop  Ed  Brinkman  still 
provide  a  solid  left  side  of  the  infield. 

The  mound  corps  is  led  by  relief  ace  John  Hiller  (1 0  wins,  a  1 .44  ERA  and 
38  saves),  lefty  Mickey  Lolich  (1 6-1 5)  and  righthander  Joe  Coleman  (23-1 5). 
Houk  likes  off-season  pitching  additions  Jim  Ray  and  Luke  Walker  and 
feels  he  has  strong,  young  arms  in  Bill  Slayback,  Lerrin  LaGrow,  Fred 
Holdsworth  and  Chuck  Seelbach.

When  Kansas  City  made  its  run  at  unseating  the  World  Champion  Oak¬ 
land  A's  in  the  American  League  West  last  season,  the  Royals  might  have 
gotten  the  job  done  if  they  would  have  had  a  little  more  pitching  depth.  The 
Royals  scored  758  runs  —  three  less  than  the  league  leading  A  s  —  but  they 
finished  10th  in  team  pitching. 

Kansas  City  believes  it  may  have  solved  the  pitching  deficiency  through 
three  off-season  trades,  including  the  deal  which  transferred  Marty  Pattin 
from  the  Red  Sox  in  exchange  for  Dick  Drago.  The  Royals  also  acquired 
veterans  Nelson  Briles  from  Pittsburgh  and  Lindy  McDaniel  from  the  New 
York  Yankees. 

Jack  McKeon’s  crew  will  continue  to  rely  on  a  solid  offense,  which  has 
the  potent  bats  of  all-around  standout  Amos  Otis  and  John  Mayberry  to 
lead  the  way,  and  an  extremely  strong  up-the-middle  defense,  anchored  by 
Otis  in  centerfield,  Fred  Patek  and  Cookie  Rojas  on  the  keystone  and 
Holyoke's  Fran  Healy  behind  the  plate

Milwaukee  improved  considerably  last  year  and  the  Brewers  feel  they’ve 
added  enough  strength  over  the  winter  to  become  contenders  for  Eastern 
Division  honors.  There's  plenty  of  power  available  from  George  Scott, 
Darrell  Porter,  John  Briggs,  Dave  Maye,  Bob  Coluccio,  Don  Money  and 
Pedro  Garcia  who  all  hit  15  or  more  home  runs  in  1973. 

Young  Porter  hit  16  HR  with  67  RBI  as  a  designated  hitter-second 
catcher  in  1973  but  will  take  over  behind  the  plate  this  year.  The  lefty  hitter 
made  quite  an  impression  as  a  rookie.  Scott  enjoyed  a  banner  year  at  first 
base  with  his  usual  defensive  brilliance  plus  a  .306  average,  24  HR  and  107 
RBI. 

The  rest  of  the  infield  should  find  Garcia  at  second,  Tim  Johnson  at 
shortstop  and  Money  at  third.  Garcia  played  160  games  as  a  rookie  and  was 
a  good  clutch  hitter  with  1 5  HR  and  54  RBI.  Money  started  slowly  but  went 
on  a  second-half  spree  that  enabled  him  to  finish  with  a  .284  mark,  1 1  HR 
and  22  stolen  bases,  while  Johnson  had  some  moments  of  top-flight 
defensive  play. 

Briggs,  Maye  and  Coluccio  make  up  a  strong  outfield.  They  combined 
for58HRand  208  RBI  last  year,  with  Maye  among  the  league  leaders  with  a 
.303  average,  25  HR  and  93  RBI.  Defensive  stalwart  Ken  Berry,  acquired 
from  California,  hit  .284  for  the  Angels  and  ranks  among  the  league  s  best 
ball-hawks.  Felipe  Alou  is  another  new  Brewer  and  could  help  at  several 
spots. 

Righty  Jim  Colburn  (20-1 2)  heads  the  pitching  corps  and  ex-Angel  Clyde 
Wright  could  be  the  left-handed  stopper  Crandall  needs.  But  the  Brewers 
have  to  get  something  from  Billy  Champion,  rookie  Kevin  Kobel,  Bill  Par¬ 
son,  Ed  Rodriquez  and  Jim  Slaton  (13-15)  if  they  are  to  be  serious  chal¬ 
lengers.

The  Minnesota  Twins  take  a  strong  hitting  club  into  1974  action.  They 
are,  in  fact,  the  majors’  club  batting  champion  of  1973  with  their  .270  team 
mark.  Club  speed,  led  by  Rod  Carew  and  Larry  Hisle,  is  also  on  the  plus- 
side.  Pitching  and  defense,  however,  present  problem  areas. 

The  Twins  have  a  reasonably  good  array  of  starting  pitchers,  paced  by 
20-game  winner  Bert  Blyleven.  The  bullpen  is  a  question  mark,  however. 
Should  Bill  Campbell  and  Vic  Albury  continue  to  pitch  the  way  they  did  at 
the  tail  end  of  last  season,  though,  the  bullpen  could  suddenly  become  a 
plus  factor.  Danny  Thompson,  healthy  once  again,  should  make  a  world  of 
difference  where  the  club’s  defense  (and,  of  course,  pitching)  is  con¬ 
cerned,  since  he  proved  in  1972  that  he  can  play  shortstop  with  the  best  of 
them. 

Although  the  Twins  led  the  majors  in  hitting  last  year,  they  also  set  the 
pace  in  men  left  on  base.  This  was  due  to  two  factors:  too  many  strikeouts 
in  the  middle  of  the  batting  order,  and  the  absence  of  Harmon  Killebrew 
who  was  out  most  of  the  season  with  a  knee  injury.  Killebrew’s  back,  and 
one  of  the  high-strikeout  men,  George  Mitterwald,  has  been  traded.  The 
Twins  don’t  figure  to  strand  so  many  baserunners  in  1974.

The  New  York  Yankees  look  to  1 974  with  a  new  manager,  a  new  stadium, 
and  new  hopes  of  taking  the  momentum  that  carried  the  club  to  first  place 
through  August,  and  making  it  last  all  season  this  year. 

Bill  Virdon  is  the  new  manager  this  year,  after  a  division  title  in  Pittsburgh 
in  1972.  And  the  new  ballpark,  Shea  Stadium,  should  make  better  hitters 
out  of  men  such  as  Bobby  Murcer,  Thurman  Munson,  Graig  Nettles,  Ron 
Blomberg  and  Lou  Piniella,  the  heart  of  the  Yankee  lineup. 

The  pitching  staff,  like  Boston's  heavy  with  starting  pitchers,  features 
Mel  Stottlemyre,  Fritz  Peterson,  George  Medich,  Sam  McDowell,  Pat  Dob¬ 
son  and  Steve  Kline,  with  Sparky  Lyle  again  heading  up  the  bullpen.  The 
Yankees  need  to  improve  their  defense  and  get  a  comeback  on  the  mound 
from  Kline  and  Peterson,  but  that’s  the  job  Virdon  undertakes,  and  the  one 
he  looks  forward  to  correcting.  It  should  be  an  interesting  season.

The  outfield  is  set  with  MVP  Reggie  Jackson  (32  HR,  117  RBI)  in  right, 
swift  Bill  North  in  center  and  steady  Joe  Rudi  in  left.  Veterans  Jesus  Alou 
and  Vic  Davalillo  furnish  depth. 

Second  base  is  a  question  mark  since  Dick  Green  retired  following  the 
World  Series.  The  left  side,  with  Sal  Bandoat  third  (.228, 29  HR,  98  RBI)  and 
Bert  Campaneris  at  shortstop,  is  strong.  Former  catcher  Gene  Tenace  (24

Jim  Bibby  fired  a  no-hitter  at  Oakland  last  year  and  could  be  a  standout. 
Martin  looks  for  better  development  from  Pete  Broberg  and  Steve  Dunning 
and  has  high  hopes  for  18-year-old  David  Clyde.  Lloyd  Allen,  Steve 
Foucault,  Bill  Gogolewski,  Jim  Merritt  and  Jim  Shellenback  could  form  a 
capable  bullpen. 

Three  fine  prospects,  Jim  Sundberg,  Bill  Fahey  and  Ron  Pruitt,  are 
candidates  for  the  catching  job.  In  the  infield  Jim  Spencer  is  an  excellent 
defensive  performer  at  first  base  and  speedy  Dave  Nelson  hit  .286  and 
swiped  43  bases  while  doing  a  good  job  at  second  base  in  1973.  Toby 
Harrah  should  be  the  shortstop  but  might  be  moved  to  third  if  Triple-A  All 
Star  Pete  Mackanin  shows  he  can  do  the  job. 

In  the  outfield  Alex  Johnson,  Cesar  Tovar  (from  the  Phillies)  and  Jeff 
Burroughs  have  the  inside  track.  Burroughs  hit  30  home  runs  with  85  RBI 
in  his  first  full  major  league  season.  Terry  Crowley,  Jim  Fregosi,  Tom 
Grieve  and  Elliott  Maddox  could  see  action  at  several  positions.

Through  the  years,  Boston  has  been  one  of  the  most 
highly  competitive  sports  writing  arenas  in  the  country,  and 
even  though  many  of  the  old  publications  have  disappeared 
from  the  sporting  scene,  the  keen  competition  goes  on,  as 
younger  members  of  the  fraternity  fill  the  ranks  of  those  who 
have  retired  or  have  deceased. 

The  intense  coverage  of  the  Red  Sox  by  publications 
throughout  New  England  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  sur¬ 
prising  Fenway  Park  attendance  figures  in  recent  years,  an 
average  of  1.66  million  for  the  past  six  years.  That  coverage 
has  also  helped  in  making  New  England  baseball  fans 
among  the  most  knowledgeable  in  the  nation. 

Starting  in  spring  training,  when  the  Red  Sox  press  group 
is  annually  one  of  the  largest  in  Florida,  and  continuing 
through  the  season,  when  the  Fenway  Park  press  box  is 
filled  daily  and  nightly  for  home  games,  and  even  on  the 
road,  when  Boston  has  a  very  large  traveling  delegation, 
thousands  and  thousands  of  words  are  filed  daily  by  the  men 
listed  here  as  members  of  the  Boston  Chapter,  Baseball 
Writers  Association  of  America. 

When  you  have  a  competitive  group  of  writers  constantly 
interviewing  major  league  players  in  the  midst  of  their  own 
highly  competitive  seasons,  there  are  bound  to  be  differ¬ 
ences  of  opinion  each  year,  and  as  a  result  there  are  few  real 
baseball  fans  in  the  six  state  region  who  can  be  indifferent 
about  the  Red  Sox. 

The  situation  is  rather  startling  many  times  for  new  players 
coming  over  from  other  clubs  to  the  Red  Sox  in  trades. 
Accustomed  to  being  interviewed  by  only  one  ortwo  writers, 
which  is  the  case  in  most  other  cities,  it  takes  some  adjust¬ 
ment  time  before  they  get  accustomed  to  the  horde  of  writ¬ 
ers  who  descend  into  the  clubhouse  after  each  game. 

The  Famed  Boston  Baseball  Press  . . .  not  always  100% 
accurate,  but  always  striving  to  be;  many  times  misunder¬ 
stood;  never  indifferent;  and,  in  most  cases,  motivated  only 
by  a  love  of  baseball.  They  do  make  a  major  contribution  to 
the  game.

One  of  the  all-time 
favorite  Red  Sox  players,  he  had  a  long 
and  successful  career  as  a  player,  coach 
and  manager  before  becoming  a 
sportscaster.  He  came  to  the  major 
leagues  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1942  from  his 
native  Portland,  Oregon  and  finished  his 
active  playing  career  with  Washington  in 
1954.  He  served  as  a  coach  under  Ralph 
Houk  in  Denver  in  1955,  managed  in  the 
Detroit  farm  system  from  1956  through 
1960,  and  after  managing  the  Red  Sox  tri¬ 
ple  A  teams  in  Seattle  in  1961  and  1962, 
became  the  Red  Sox  managerforthe  1963 
and  1964  seasons.  Later  he  coached  for 
the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  and  managed  in 
their  farm  system  before  returning  to  Bos¬ 
ton  as  a  broadcaster. 

John  still  works  with  Red  Sox  minor 
league  infielders  in  the  spring  and  has 
helped  to  conduct  Red  Sox  clinics  in  the 
summer.

The  newest  member  of  the  Red  Sox 
radio  crew,  Jim  becomes  Ned  Martin’s 
radio  partner,  after  21  consecutive  sea¬ 
sons  of  major  league  broadcasts  starting 
in  1953  with  the  Yankees  and  continuing 
with  the  New  York  Giants,  the  Pittsburgh 
Pirates,  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  and  most 
recently  the  Oakland  A’s.  Through  the 
years,  he  has  worked  with  such  play  by 
play  greats  as  Mel  Allen,  Russ  Hodges, 
Bob  Prince  and  Jack  Buck.  Already  an  ex¬ 
perienced  play  by  play  man,  before  World 
War  II  experience  in  the  Navy,  in  1939  he 
succeeded  one  “Dutch”  Regan  (better 
known  as  California  Governor  Ronald 
Regan  today)  as  play  by  play  man  for  the 
Iowa  football  games  in  the  Big  Ten.
